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Davaliping Agriculture i in Canada 


A man, woman or child who does not enjoy good health and the bless- 
fig of a sound, strong body is handicapped in life no matter how well off 
they may be in this world’s goods, because nothing else, or all clse, can com- 
pensate for the lack of health. And the nation that docs not take active 
measures to promote and protect the public health is allowing a weakneess 
to continut and develop which cannot but retard the national growth and 
prosperity and undermine the national strength. 

While good health and a physically fit body is the first and most im- 
portant item in the equipment of the indfvidual, and the chief asset of the 
S‘ate, second in importance comes a trained and educated mind. A nation 
of giants if ignorant and illiterate could not accomplish much for their own 
betterment, and would, in fact; be a menace to the world. Brute force 

; would be their dominating characteristic; they would be a relic of caveman 
days. Therefore, wise nations and far-seeing Governments place the de- 
velopment of education among the people as one of the foremost duties of 
the State. 

It was in recognition of these facts that, in this series of articles on 
the duties, functions and methods of government in Canada, attention has 
been devoted in preceding articles to the work and activities of Government 
along these lines. However, the possession of health and strength is but 
equipment to do the world’s work, and education is a tool in the hands of 
the workman wherewith he-can do the best possible work in the most effi- 
cient manner. Given these essentials, it next becomes the duty of the 
State to assist people to work along right lines and by the most approved 
methods, and in ways which will redound to the welfare of the individual 
and the prosperity affd growth of the nation. 

There are certain things which each individual must do for himself; 
there are others which people must accomplish by co-operation and a union 

} of their individual efforts; there are others which are beyond the capabili- 
: ties of the individual, or groups of individuals, and which must bé under- 
taken by the State in the interests of all if success is to be achieved. 

f The chief business.of the Western Provinces of Canada is agricultural 

i —to produce food, not alone for their own people, but for'all the world. 

t

. Nature itself designed these Provincés for that work, and it is the part of 
wisdom for Governments to accept Nature’s design and assist to the fullest 
possible extent in working it out. It is only right and proper and good 
business that one of the most important of the departments of government 
should be that devoted to agriculture. It is well that this fact has been 

= recognized so fully in all three Prairie Provinces from the earliest days. 

The duty of fostering agriculture in Canada is, however, not confined 
by the Canadian constitution to either the Federal Parliament or. the Pro- 
vincial Legislatures, but is an obligation laid upon all. Unfortunately, 
this has led to much duplication of effort and over-lapping in services so 
that full value has not been received by the Dominion for the large sums 
spent annually for the encouragement and improvement of agriculture. 

It is high time that a clear understanding gs to their respective ficlds 
of endeavor should be arrived at between the Dominion Government on 
the one hand and the Provincial Governments on the other. There are 
certain phases of agriculture which are common to the whole Dominion 
and these might well be sct apart as coming within the exclusive jurisdic- 
tion of the Federal authority. On the other hand, climatic, soil and other 
conditions differ so greatly between the Maritime Provinces, the old Prov- 
inces of Ontario and Quebec, the three Prairie Provinces, and British Col- 

*umbia, that it is the height of folly for the Dominion to attempt to deal 
with many of the questions which engage their attention, and which the 
several Provinces, owing to local conditions, have likewise been forced to 
undertake, These might well be left exclusively to the several Provinces 
to manage as their particular interests demand. 

Instead of this being done, it is'unfortunately only too true that in 
many cases when a Province inaugurates a cerjain line of work in connec- 
tion with agricultural encouragement and betterment it is a signal for the 
Federal Department of Agriculture to engage in the same activity, and in 
other instances Provinces commence a duplication of services being per- 
formed by the Dominion. There appears to be a reluctance on the part 
of officialdom in all our Capitals to abandon any particular branch, possibly 
because it would mean that some officials would be out of a job; possibly 

° for purely party political reasons. Asa result we have dairy branches, and 
livestock branches, and branches devoted to this and that, at Ottawa and 
all the Provinces, with, of course, duplication of effort and waste of money 
in many ways. 

There is a wonderful opportunity for some one of the nine or ten 
Ministers of Agriculture in Canada to devise a plan for ending all this con- 
fusion, waste and over-lapping, and for the co-ordinatien of agricultural, 
educational and experimental work in this Dominion. Wt will mean the 
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saving of millions of dollars now wasted for an extcusw™m of really worth 
ee while work in other directions, or enlarging the programmes already being 
; attempted.

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Britain Is Still : 
Retaining the Lead 
In the Naval Race 


What Washington officials claim to 
be cemplete information as to the re- 
lative naval strength of the principal 
world powers is now in possession of 
the United States Government. 
Whether it will be presented to the 
senate foreign relations committce in 
connection with that committee's con- 


sideration of proposals looking to 
world disarmmainent, ‘has not been 
disclosed : } 
The information has been com- 
piled in the form of tables which show 
that Great Britain’s sea power is 
double that of the United States and 


that although the British preponder- 
ence in capital ships will practically 
have been overcome by the United 
States with the completion in 1923, of 
the United States’ building program, 
the United ‘States navy will still be 
greatly inferior in types of: vessels 
which naval officers tegard ‘as ex- 
tremely important, notably destroyers 
leaders, cruisers and- light cruisers, 
cruising submarines and-airplaneships. 
The United States navy today, ac- 
cording to this information, has 
more than double the. strength of 
the Japanese navy, and this ratio 
will be maintained even with the 
completion of the building program 
of the two countries. The United 
States will be far superior not only 
capital ships, but also in de- 
stroyers and submarines. 
Japan, however, will .have double 
the number of battle cruisers, now 
possessing four such vessels, with 
“eight others projected, while the 
" United States has none completed 
.and only six building. Without re- 
ference to second-line ships, of which 
Great Britain has a preponderance 
in all classes over the United States 
and Japan, the British navy contains 
26 battleships carrying at least ten 
guns each of 12-inch calibre or larger 
and displacing 20,000 tons or more. 
The United States has 16 such 
vessels, Japan six, France seven and 
Italy four. Great Britain has no 
first-line battleships under construc- 
tion, while the United States has 
11, Japan 7, France 4 and Italy 4, 
‘The British navy still retains an 
easy advantage in the cruiser type, 
with six first-line battle cruisers, and 
four others classed as “second-line.” 
The United States has none com- 
pleted and six under construction. 
Japan four in service and eight pro- 
jected. France and Italy have no 
battle cruisers ‘built or building. 
In light’ cruiser strength ‘Great 
' Britain este ‘att other nations oy a 


in 


large margin with Japan second and 
the United States a poor third. 

The British navy has 44 light 
cruisers in the-first line, 24 in the 
second line, and five under construc- 
tion, 

Japan has six such vessels in ser- 
vice and nine under construction, 
while the United States has three 
ships built as scout cruisers designa- 
ted as “light cruisers of the second 
line” and ten Hight crtiisers’ of the 
Omaha ‘class under construction. 
France has four. first-liné light 
cruisérs in service and six building. 
Italy has five in service and: none 
building. 

Great Britain is shown to be the 
only nation with any destroyer lead- 
ers, having 24 such vessels, Neither 
Japan nor the United States has any 
destroyer leaders under construc- 
fion, while France has 12 building 
and Italy five. ~Despite the United 
States great war-time destroyer 
building program, Great Britain. still 
maintains a preponderance in both 
first and second-line vessels of this 
type. In the first line classification, 
the British mavy has 334 destroyers 
built and 11 building, United States 
260 in service and 12-authorized but 
not under construction, Japan 27 built, 
15 under construction, and probably 
30 others authorized, France 10 com- 
pleted and one building, and Italy.10 
in service and 11 authorized. 

Although the United States ts 
Great Britain’s only scrious com- 
petitor in the matter “of submarine 
strength, there is no evidence in 
table of anything approaching 
equality in this branch of naval 
strength. Britain has 71 first-line 
submarines in service, 66 in the 
second-line, one, cruiser submarine 
and two monitor type submersibles 
mounting a 12-inch gun and-another 
building. 

Against this great undersea fleet 
of. 165 vessels, the United States 
could oppose a total of 98 submar- 
ines of all types divided into 52 first- 
line and 44 second-line short-range 
craft, two fleet submarines, and no 
cruiser submersibles, with 46 others 
of various types authorized. The 
United States has none of the great 
monitor submersibles mounting 12- 
inch turret guns either built or build- 
ing. Japan has no first-line submar- 
ines of any class, ten second-line short 
radius vessels and no flect cruising or 
monitor types, although about 40 sub- 
mersibles of all classes have been 
authorized.

Hints For Motorists 


Batteries Need Very Special Care in 
the Winter Months, 
The following “hints to motor- 
ists” are timely: “> 
1, Winter days are short and often 


stormy; winter nights are long and 
dark. In winter you use your lights 
more. 


2. The engine is cold, the oi! stiff 
and the carburetion is slow. It is 
harder to crank the motor and it 
takes longer. 

3. You can run your car at slower 
speeds and for short distances only, 
so that the battery gets less cur- 
rent from the generator, ‘although it 
must give out miore current! to Tights 
and starter.’ 

4. Tf you lay up your car and pay 
no attention to the battery, it will 
gradually become discharged, the 


water in the sdlution will evaporate! 


and the plates will harden and when 
spring comes you will find it either 
maimed for fife or dead past all 
hope. 

5. As a battery dechecesd more 
and more of the acid is drawn into 
the plates, consequently the propor- 
tion of water in the solution will in- 
crease. Water feezes at 32 degrees 
Fahrenheit and an entirely discharg- 
ed. battery left exposed to cold will 
freeze at a little below 32 degrees. A 
frozen battery is seldom worth re- 
pairing.

Three . New. Agricultural. Schools 

Opened in Alberta this Winter. : 

Alberta possesses the proud distinc- 
tion of. having more agricultural 
students compared to its population 
than any other province in Canada. 
At the agricultural schools now es- 
tablished in Alberta there are six hun- 
dred and forty young men and wom- 
en in attendance. this year.. To meet 
the growing demand for practical ag- 
ricultural education, three new agri- 
cultural schools have. been opened in 
different parts of this province this 
winter at a total cost approximating 
half a million dollars. In connection 
with each of these schools is a dem- 
onstration farm occupying about six 
hundred and forty acres. The build- 
ings include the main school build- 
ings,, largé barns and stables, silos, 
granaries, power house and houses for 
the teaching staff. Free instruction 
is given at these schools in soil cul- 
tivation, crop growing, livestock 
raising, farm mechanics, dairying, 
poultry raising, farm management as 
well as in cookery, sewing, nursing 
and home management.

Gain of Nearly Two and a Half Mil- 
lion Dollars Over 1919 
Output. . 

The dairy industry of Alberta con- 
tinued its steady advance during 1920. 
The total value of the province's dairy 
products reached $34,000,000, a gain 
of nearly two and:a half million dol- 
lars over the value ‘of the 1919 output. 
Part-of this gain was made up by the 
increased price obtained for these 
products -during 1920. as compared 
with the previous year. Butter; for 


compared with the average price of 
51,87: cents a ‘pound in 1919. The 
total production of creamery butter, 
however, was increased from 11,822,- 
890 pounds to 12,150,000 pounds last 
year, 2 gain of more than a quarter 
of a million pounds. There was @ 
slight falling off in the output of 
cheese, 456;534 pounds being manufac- 
tured’ in 1920 as compared with 520,- 
520 the’ previous year. 

The growth of the dairy industry in 
Alberta during the last ten years can 
fittingly be described as marvellous. 
In 1910 the total value of all milk pro- 
ducts. amounted to $7,855,751, about 
one quarter of the value of the 1920 
production.

Products of the soil of the three 
prairie provinces of Canada in 1920 
reached a value.of $471,671,823, an in- 
crease of $67,732,911 over the preced- 
ing. year, according to statistics com- 
piled by the Manitoba Free Press. 
The figures on grain are for the last 
four-months of the year, but all the 
others cover ‘the full twelve months. 
The value of grains increased from 
$206,917,690 in 1919 to $299,438,880 in 
1920. Livestock decreased in value 


in 1920. This decrease was occasion- 
ed more by decreased numbers than 
by lower price..

a To Oil Field od by Dirigible 


Huge Machine Said Said to Offer the 
Safest Method of Travel by Air. 
The latest development in the plans 

to handle the expected rush to ‘the 

northern oil fields next spring con- 
templates the use of huge dirigible 
airships, capable of carrying thirty- 
two passengers and five tons of 
freight, as a means of transportation. 

Majors Jenner and Wollan, of Los 
Angeles, are at present in Edmonton, 
Alberta, the jumping-off point for the 
newly-discovered oil fields, where 
they are completing their plans and 
selecting a site for their airdrome, 
The ship which they propose to use, 
and which is now on order in New 
York, is a 350,000,000 ctibic foot ma- 
chine, capable of travelling seventy 
miles an ‘hour, and carrying a supply- 
of seven hundred gallons of gasoline, 
thirty-two passengers in its car, as 
well as five tons of freight. 

“The dirigible is the safest method 
of air travel,” Major Jenner told a re- 
porter. “It can land anywhere, and 
engine trouble while in the dir docs 
not nécessitate immediate landifig. 
We hope to put our proposition on a 
sound business basis, We estimate 
that we will be able to take a passen- 
ger and his freight to Norman and 
back for $1,500. This will include 
the premium on a life insurance ,pol- 
The percent- 
age of accidents with dirigibles are so 
small that we feel that we will be able 
to do this.” 

If satisfactory arrangements cannot 
be made at Edmonton, either McMur- 
ray or Peace River Crossing will be 
made the southern terminus. Both 
officers served in the war, Major Jen- 
ner with the Canadian Air Forces, 
and Major Wollan with the United 
States Naval Air Force.
